DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record Foster, Greatbatch and Paul do show that some IMDs 
have the capability to transmit timing information related to stimulation. However, 
neither reference discloses that such timing information can be received by the MRI or 
used by the MRI to synchronize the timing of the application of electromagnetic energy 
as required by claims 5 and 29 including all the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims.
